Do not be satisfied with one crop of vegetables from 
seed sown in the spring. Keep your garden working 
three seasons out of four and in mild climates it is pos- 
sible to make plantings so that crops may be harvested 
every month. Be sure to can, freeze, dry and store as 
much food as possible for use during the winter. Keep 
all ground occupied. When an early crop is harvested, 
follow it by another. Plant a leaf crop after a root crop 
and vice-versa. Before doing so, prepare the soil well, 
add fertilizer, working it lightly into the soil.

Maturity Dates 


The average number of days required from the time the seed is sown until vegeta- 
bles are ready for use is given with each variety. Where plants must first be grown, 
such as Celery, Cabbage, Peppers, Tomatoes, etc., the number of days to maturity is 
from the time plants are set in the garden. Of course, the time is average, having been 
obtained over a period ot years in our trial grounds under different conditions; some 
variation is to be expected, depending on the season, locality and time of sowing. 
The approximate maturity dates given will show the relative time when different 
varieties will be ready to use.

How fo Grow BUSH SNAP BEANS 


Plant seed when danger of frost is past and the soil is quite warm, in rows 18 to 30 in. apart 
for hand cultivation or 2% to 3 ft. apart for field cultivation. Make furrows about 2 in. deep 
and space the beans 2 to 3 in. apart in the row. Cover with fine soil and firm the soil over the 
seed with your foot or the back of a rake to insure good germination.

How to Grow SWEET CORN 


To enjoy Sweet Corn at its best, it 


should be eaten as soon as possible after 
ears are pulled; any delay causes loss of 
sweetness and quality. At what stage to 
pull corn is a matter of choice, although 
most persons prefer the ears in milk stage 
if to be eaten from the cob. For cornsfrit- 
ters or other dishes, ears may be more 
matured. Whether you grow yellow or 
white grained corn is a matter of prefer- 
ence as is the selection of hybrids or open 
pollinated varieties. 
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Plant seed after all danger of frost has passed and the soil has become thoroughly 
warm in rows 2% to 3 ft. apart, spacing the seeds 4 to 6 in. apart in the row, cover 
with 1 in, of soil and later thin to stand 9 to 12 in. apart. Some prefer to sow 5 or 6 
seeds in groups, allowing 2 to 3 in. between the seeds and spacing the groups 2 to 
3 ft. apart in the row; allow 2 to 4 plants to remain in each group, depending on the 


fertility of your soil. For a continuous supply, sow varieties which mature in suc- 
cession; also make additional sowings when the preceding planting is up and well 
started: allow enough time for your last planting to mature before the first expected 
frost in your locality. Corn should be planted in blocks of at least 4 rows side by side 
rather than in a single long row, to insure pollination and the development of a full 
set of kernels.

Tampala, as a cooked, canned or quickly frozen 
green, is, in the opinion of many, far superior to spinach 
or Swiss chard. Its color is more appetizing, its flavor 
more delicious, shrinks very little, holds its color better 
and requires less cleaning and washing when preparing 
the leaves because they are smooth, not savoyed.

How- 
ever, a plant may be left every 2 ft. and leaves picked 
as they mature or 4 to 5 in. tips of each branch may be 
quickly gathered instead of picking individual leaves.
